Barrientos, a 
populist who was killed in a 
helicopter crash in 1969, was a 
frequent target of the left-wing- 
ers who became the chief sup- 
porters of the Torres govern- 
ment. 


Speaking from the balcony of 


the 
presidential 
palace 
to 


cheering thousands, the 
new- 


president said "left and right" 
would be erased from the Boli- 
vian political vocabulary and 
"we will talk only of nation- 
alism." But the rebel officers' 
chief complaint against Torres 
was that he was letting the 
country drift toward commu- 
nism. 


Banzer made no mention of 


elections, which were promised 
earlier by other leaders of the 
three-day rebellion. However, 
reliable sources said military 
backers of the new government 
want elections called before 
next May. 


Banzer's cabinet is made up 


of two military men and 10 ci- 
vilians from the two political 
parties which supported the re- 
bellion, the National Revolu- 
tionary Movement, or MNR, 
and the Bolivian Socialist Fa- 
lange, or FSB.

ing to an article I read, the

rated fats. The article states 
that heating to a normal de- 
gree and time in the aver- 
age cooking resaturates the 
fats or oil and actually con- 
tributes to the very condition 
they are supposed to allevi- 
ate. In addition, the heated 
oils are toxic and even car- 
cinogenic. The main point of 
the article is the negligence 
on the part of physicians in 
advising the use of polyun- 
saturated fats and oils to 
'jwer blood cholesterol wilh- 


' out stressing that such oils 


and fats s h o u l d not be 
heated or used in cooking. 


Is this an accepted medi- 


cal position? 


Dear Reader—NO! It is 


not an accepted medical po- 
sition and is misinformation. 
In writing on this point, Dr. 
Ancel Keys of the University 
of Minnesota, who has long 
been a champion of poly- 
tin s a t u r a t e d fats state's. 
"Heating oils, as in ordinary 
cooking, or a reasonable re- 
use of frying oils does not 
make them dangerous. 


To this may I add that the 


Inter-Society Commission on 
Heart Disease reported on 
diet Dec. 15, 1970. and once 
again recommended limita- 
tion ot tat and that about a 
third of the i'at should be of 
the polyunsaturated tat type. 
This represents more accu- 
rately accepted 
medical 


opinion. Even the dissenters 
feel the evidence is strong 
enough that it is the he.sl ud 
vice that can be given at the 
present time 


The changes in the diet 


that need to be accomplished 
tp meet the recommenda- 
tions are not as difficult as 
many imagine. You can de- 
crease the percentage of fat 
in a meal and still use meat. 
For example, if a lean roast 
is boiled, or pot 
roasted 


with the fat skimmed off the 
fluid and served with vege- 
tables boiled with the meat, 
the per cent of calories from 
fat will be reduced. 


The problem is the Ameri- 


can habit of serving a po- 
tato with the meat garnished 
with a lot of butter, marga- 
rine or sour cream. If the 
food that goes with the meat 
was not soaked in grease or 
fat and salads were served 
with low-fat dressings made 
with polyunsaturated fat, 
the meat issue wouldn't be 
so important. Serving fish 
and chicken part of the time 
would balance out the dis- 
tribution of various types of 
fat. 
To a large extent, the 


problem is not so much the 
fat that comes naturally in 
food, but the habit of arti- 
ficially adding fat to natu- 
rally nonfat foods, failure to 
serve a balanced diet, and 
too much of everything.

Despite the heavy raids along 


the northern frontier, the South 
Vietnamese Command reported 
three more North Vietnamese 
rocket and mortar attacks on 
forward bases below the DMZ 
and two other shellings in the 
northern provinces. But a mili- 
tary spokesman, Lt. Col. Le 
Trung Hien, said there were no 
casualties. 


Hien said a company 
from 


the South Vietnamese 1st In- 
fantry Division found bodies of 
76 North Vietnamese soldiers 
about 15 miles south of the 
DMZ in an area where B52 
bombers hit earlier. He said 
the infantrymen also found nine 
machine 
guns, 
four 
rocket 


launchers and 10 assault rifles. 


The spokesman reported only 


one ground action in the area 
below the DMZ, a fight near 
Fire Base Alpha 4. Hien said 
government troops killed four 
North Vietnamese and suffered 
two men killed and 14 wounded. 


The U.S.

nounced that three American 
fighter-bombers attacked anti- 
aircraft and missile sites inside 
North Vietnam Sunday in two 
separate strikes. 
A commu- 


nique said results of the strikes 
were not known, but the Ameri- 
can planes were not damaged. 


The strikes were the 50th and 


51st "protective reaction" at- 
tacks reported in North Viet- 
nam this year.

ri7.ed zone, military spokesmen 
said.
